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CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  QUEEN’S  UNIVERSITY 
ALUMNAE  ASSOCIATION. 


I.  NAME. 

The  Association  shall  be  called  “'I'm:  Queen's  University  Alumnae 
Association.” 

The  object  of  the  Association  shall  be: 

1.  To  serve  as  a  bond  of  union  among’  the  alumnae  of  the  University. 

2.  To  initiate  and  promote  any  scheme  for  the  special  benefit  of  the 
women  students. 

3.  To  promote  the  general  interests  of  the  University. 

III.  MEMBERSHIP.* 

Members  shall  be  known  as,  Honorary,  Associate  and  Active. 

1.  Honorary  membership  may  he  conferred  on  such  persons  as  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Association  are  entitled  to  such  distinction.  They  shall  be 
exempt  from  the  payment  of  fees,  but  shall  neither  vote,  nor  hold  office. 

2.  Associate  members  shall  be  the  wives  of  the  professors  and  trustees 
of  the  University,  and' women  members  of  the  staff,  whose  names  appear  in 
the  calendar,  and  alumnae  of  two  years'  standing,  joining  after  May,  1917. 
They  shall  have  the  right  to  vote,  but  shall  not  lx*  eligible  for  office. 

3.  Active  members  shall  be  all  women  graduates  of  the  University  and 
all  alumnae  of  two  years'  standing,  who  have  joined  previous  to  May,  1917. 
Thel  shall  have  all  the  privileges  of  the  Association. 


TV.  FEES. 

1.  Associate  and  Active  members  shall  pay  an  annual  fee  of  one  dollar. 

2.  No  member  shall  have  the  right  to  vote  or  hold  office  whose  fees  are 
not  paid  up  to  date. 


V.  OFFICERS  ANI)  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE. 


1.  The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  he  elected  annually  and  shall  be 
as  follows: 

(a)  President;  (b)  1st  Vice-President;  (c)  2nd  Vice-President;  (d) 
3rd  Vice-President;  (e)  Secretary;  (f)  'treasurer. 

These  officers,  together  with  eight  elected  Councillors  the  immediate 
Past  President,  the  Conveners  of  standing  committees  and  the  Presidents 
of  Branch  Alumnae  Associations,  shall  constitute  the  Executive. 

2.  Five  shall  constitute  a  quorum  of  the  Executive,  and  members  who 
cannot  be  present  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint  a  proxy. 

3.  The  nomination  and  election  of  officers  and  councillors  shall  take 
place  at  the  annual  meeting. 

I.  Nomination  shall  be  by  Committee  of  three  appointed  by  the 
President,  and  by  open  nomination. 


.5.  '1  he  voting  shall  he  by  ballot. 

(i.  Either  President  or  1st  Vice-President  must  he  a  resident  of  Kings- 

ion. 

7.  The  election  of  the  President  must  he  held  before  the  nomination  of 
Ihe  other  officers. 

8.  The  Eevana  Society  shall  elect  one  of  the  Councillors. 


VI.  STANDING  COMMITTEES. 

There  shall  be  the  following  standing  committees: 

1.  Residence. 

2.  Representation  of  Women. 

3.  Household  Science. 

t.  Employment  for  Women  Students  During  Vacation. 

5.  Alumnae  News. 

Such  committees  and  an  assistant  Secretary  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Executive  Committee  at  its  first  regular  meeting  after  the  annual  meeting, 
to  serve  for  the  term  of  one  year. 


VII.  MEETINGS. 

1.  The  regular  meetings  of  the  Association  shall  be  held  annually  at 
Kingston,  on  the  Saturday  before  Thanksgiving. 

2.  Any  member  in  good  standing  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint,  in 
writing,  a  proxy,  if  not  able  to  attend  the  meeting. 

3.  In  ease  of  emergency,  or  at  the  request  of  five  members,  the  Presi¬ 
dent  shall  instruct  the  Secretary  to  call  a  special  meeting. 

J.  A  meeting  shall  also  be  held  in  Toronto  in  the  month  of  July  for 
the  purpose  of  keeping  Alumnae  who  cannot  attend  the  Annual  Meeting  in 
touch  with  the  Association  (the  date  and  form  which  the  meeting  shall  take 
to  he  determined  by  the  Executive  Committee,  or  by  a  committee  appointed 
by  the  Executive.

Seventh  Annual  Report  of  the  Queen’s  University  Alumnae 

Association. 

The  seventh  annual  meeting  of  the  Queen’s  University  Alumnae  Asso¬ 
ciation  was  held  on  Friday,  March  29th,  1918,  in  Convocation  Hall,  Mrs.  H. 
A.  I, a. veil,  of  Kingston,  in  the  chair.  In  the  absence  of  the  Secretary  Miss 
Henderson  was  appointed  Secretary  pro  tern.  The  greater  part  of  the  day 
was  devoted  to  the  business  of  the  year,  the  afternoon  session  being  broken 
by  the  addresses  given  by  Principal  Taylor  and  Miss  Harvey.  Luncheon 
was  served  to  the  members  of  the  Association  and  their  friends  at  the 
Chateau  Belvidere.  The  attendance  was  very  encouraging. 

The  Secretarv's  Report  for  1917-1918  showed  a  membership  of  l(i I . 
The  receipts  for  the  year  were  .$34-3.53,  and  the  expenditures  $246. 65,  leav¬ 
ing  a  balance  on  hand  of  $96.88.  As  usual  the  largest  item  of  expense  was 
the  printing  of  the  Alumnae  News  which  was  $90.00  besides  $9.50  for 
postage  and  other  incidental  expenses. 

The  Treasurer's  Report  showed  a  total  of  $36,966.62  for  the  Residence 
Fund,  $36,000  invested  in  Anglo-French  Bonds,  $300  in  the  Victory  Loan, 
$526.75  owed  by  the  Avonmore,  and  a  balance  of  $139.87  in  the  Bank  of 
Montreal. 

The  Convener  of  the  Residence  Fund  Committee  reported  that  on  ac¬ 
count  of  the  difficulty  of  getting  money  for  anything  but  patriotic  purposes, 
no  large  subscriptions  had  been  received.  The  discussion  which  followed 
brought  out  the  fact  that  the  Levana  Society  was  deeply  interested  in  the 
new  Residence  project  and  in  the  two  temporary  Residences  as  evidenced 
by  their  contributions.  Since  1912  the  Levana  Society  had  contributed 
annually  $50.00  towards  the  Residence  Fund,  but  this  year  the  sum  of 
$175.00  had  been  given  by  the  girls — $75.00  from  the  funds  of  the  Levana 
Society  and  a  $50.00  Victory  Bond  from  each  of  the  two  Residences. 

In  the  absence  of  Mrs.  Magillivray  Miss  O’Donnell  reported  for  the 
Committee  on  the  Representation  of  Women.  Miss  Redden  had  allowed  her 
name  to  stand  for  re-election  to  the  University  Council,  no  canvass  to  be 
made  as  formerly.  (Since  the  meeting  Miss  Redden  has  been  elected). 

Owing  to  the  slight  possibility  of  establishing  a  course  in  Household 
Science  at  Queen's  in  the  near  future,  Miss  Somerville,  Convener  of  the 
Committee  on  Household  Science,  had  no  report  to  present. 

Miss  Mowat  reported  for  the  Committee  on  Employment  for  Women 
Students  during  Vacation.  Attention  was  called  to  the  three  weeks'  course 
at  Macdonald  College,  Guelph,  to  prepare  for  fanning,  which  commences 
on  May  1st,  also  the  special  course  in  chicken  farming  at  Cornell  University, 
Ithaca',  N.Y. 

Miss  Grant,  Toronto,  sister  of  the  late  Principal  Grant,  and  Miss  A.  M. 
Mac-liar,  Kingston,  whose  interest  in  Queen’s  University,  and  especially  in 
the  women  of  Queen’s,  has  been  unfailing  throughout  the  many  years  of  her 
residence  in  Kingston,  were  made  honorary  members  of  the  Association. 
The  names  of  prospective  honorary  members  are  to  me  submitted  to  the 
Executive  Committee  before  they  can  be  proposed  and  voted  on  at  the 
annual  meeting. 

Under  the  head  of  Communications  the  following  business  was  trans¬ 
acted: 


1.  A  letter  from  the  Department  of  Education,  Alberta,  re  securing 
teachers  for  that  Province,  was  read.  After  an  interesting  discussion  it 
was  decided  that  the  Secretary  he  empowered  to  answer  this  letter,  saying 
that  the  Alumnae  Association  is  co-operating  with  the  Levana  Society  in 
getting'  girls  to  go  West,  and  is  taking  steps  to  urge  upon  the  authorities  in 
the  West  that  arrangements  should  he  made  for  proper  accommodation. 


2.  It  was  decided  to  continue  in  affiliation  with  the  National  Council  of 
Women,  the  fee  being  now  $10  per  annum,  and  to  pay  the  additional  $S 
requested  for  the  year  just  ended. 


d.  A  series  of  recommendations  on  educational  questions  made  by  the 
Toronto  Branch  was  read.  The  Secretary  was  authorized  to  write  to  the 
lion.  Findlay  McDiarmid,  calling  his  attention  to  the  advisability  of  estab¬ 
lishing  a  branch  vocational  bureau  for  trained  women,  and  a  Toronto  dele¬ 
gation  was  to  present  this  letter  in  person  to  the  Minister. 


The  Reports  of  Branch  Alumnae  Associations  were  left  over  till  the 
Thanksgiving  meeting. 

The  following  amendments  to  the  Constitution  were  made: 

The  date  of  the  annual  meeting  was  changed  to  the  Saturday  before 
Thanksgiving. 

The  amendment  made  by  Miss  Mowat  “to  include  the  presidents  of 
Branch  Alumnae  Associations  as  c.r  officio  members  of  the  Executive”  was 
passed. 

The  amendment  made  bv  Miss  Marty  was  passed  to  insert  under  VII. 
Meetings:  “A  meeting  shall  also  be  held  in  Toronto  in  the  month  of  July 
for  the  purpose  of  keeping  Alumnae  who  cannot  attend  the  Annual  Meeting- 
in  touch  with  the  Association,  the  date  and  form  which  the  meeting  shall 
take  to  be  determined  by  the  Executive  Committee,  or  by  a  committee 
appointed  py  the  Executive.” 

Dr.  Chillis,  who  was  present  at  the  meeting,  spoke  to  the  question  intro¬ 
duced  by  Mrs.  Yeigh  of  the  effort  being  hade  by  Canadian  women  to  endow 
a  $5,000  bed  in  the  New  Hospital  for  Women,  London,  England,  in  memory 
of  Mrs.  Garrett  Anderson. 


It  was  moved  by  Mrs.  Yeigh,  seconded  by  Miss  Mowat,  that  this  Asso¬ 
ciation  in  memory  of  Dr.  Elizabeth  Mitchell,  one  of  our  distinguished  medi¬ 
cal  graduates,  who  took  post-graduate  work  in  surgery  under  Dr.  Garrett 
Anderson  and  acted  as  her  house  surgeon,  assist  in  the'  Canadian 
women's  project  of  endowing  a  $5,000  bed  in  the  New  Hospital  for  Women 
in  London,  England,  to  commemorate  the  magnificent  work  of  Dr.  Garrett 
Anderson  as  pioneer  in  medical  work  for  women,  the  Branch  Alumnae 
Associations  to  assist  by  collecting  subscriptions  and  forwarding  them  to 
the  Secretary-Treasurer. 

It  was  moved  by  Miss  Connor,  seconded  by  Miss  Gordon,  that  envelopes 
addressed  to  the  Secretary  for  the  enclosure  of  fees,  be  sent  out  with  the 
Alumnae  News,  and  that  notices  be  sent  to  non-members  of  the  Association 
informing  them  that  on  receipt  of  their  membership  fee  a  copy  of  the 
Alumnae  News  will  be  sent. 

The  sense  of  loss  felt  by  the  Association  in  the  death  of  Miss  E.  J. 
McManus,  of  Ottawa,  one  of  our  representatives  on  the  University  Council, 
was  expressed  by  Miss  Machar  in  the  following  resolution  which  was 
adopted :

“We,  the  members  of  the  Alumnae  Association  of  Queen's  University, 
now  in  session  at  its  Annual  Meeting,  desire  to  place  on  record  our  deep 
sense  of  the  loss  sustained  by  the  membership  of  this  University  in  the  re¬ 
cent  death  of  Miss  Emily  McManus,  M.A.,  late  Teacher  of  English  Litera¬ 
ture  in  the  Ottawa  Collegiate  Institute;  who,  as  a  Graduate  of  our  Univer¬ 
sity,  faithfully  sustained  its  dignity,  its  spirit  and  its  aims;  who,  as  a 
Member  of  its  University  Council,  gave  her  best  thought  to  its  interests; 
who,  as  a  teacher  of  youth  and  a  writer  for  the  press,  maintained  a  high 
and  pure  standard  of  life  and  literature;  who,  as  a  patriotic  daughter  of 
Ireland  and  citizen  of  Canada  was  in  deep  sympathy  with  the  objects  of  the 
}) resent  War;  and  who,  as  a  humble  Christian,  resigned  herself  to  so  early  a 
close  of  her  earthly  usefulness,  in  the  blessed  hope  of  the  “endless  life,”  and 

the  Resurrection  Morn.”

Principal  Taylor  spoke  of  the  relation  of  the  Alumnae  Association  to 
the  University,  and  congratulated  the  Association  on  the  growth  and  in¬ 
creasing  interest  of  the  organization  throughout  the  Dominion.  He  spoke 
also  of  the  Queen’s  spirit,  and  her  unique  position  in  this  particular  among 
other  Universities.  Our  co-operation  was  asked  in  furthering  the  larger 
interests  of  the  University  through  the  endowment  scheme.  It  was  a  very 
great  pleasure  to  have  the  opportunity  of  listening  to  our  new  Principal. 

Miss  Winifred  Harvey,  B.A.,  Director  of  Women’s  Farm  Department, 
Toronto,  then  delivered  the  address  of  the  day  on  “Women  and  Increased 
Food  Production  in  Canada."  The  subject  was  a  very  timely  one  con¬ 
taining-  a. great  deal  of  practical  information,  and  was  much  en  joyed  by  the 
Association  and  others  present. 

A  cordial  vote  of  thanks  to  tin  speakers  was  moved  by  Mrs.  Macdonnell, 
seconded  by  Miss  Poole,  and  carried  amid  vigorous  applause. 

In  view  of  the  change  of  the  date  of  the  annual  meeting  it  was  decided 
to  adjourn  this  meeting  to  the  Saturday  before  Thanksgiving,  when  the 
officers  for  1P1 8-1 9  will  lie  elected.

The  Queen’s  University  Alumnae  Association — Its  Origin  and 

its  Aims. 

The  Queen’s  University  Alumnae  Association  has  just  passed  its  seventh 
birthday.  To  speak  with  precision  and  to  use  the  language  of  theosophy 
one  should  add  “in  this  incarnation.”  For  the  Association  has  had  a  pre¬ 
vious  existence,  cut  short  about  the  year  1904  by  that  fatal  malady  known 
as  “centralization.”  Then  came  an  interval  of  seven  years  followed  by  a 
new  birth  in  1911. 

• 

The  Association  was  re-organized  primarily  because  there  was  a  definite 
work  which  the  Alumnae  felt  called  upon  to  do  for  the  University.  It  is 
significant  that  the  call  to  this  work  came  from  the  undergraduates,  through 
their  Levana  Society,  to- the  local  graduates.  A  desire  was  expressed  that 
tin-  privileges  of  residential  life  such  as  were  provided  at  McGill  and 
Toronto  should  be  made  possible  for  the  women  students  at  Queen's,  the 
temporary  Residence  on  Earl  Street  being  in  (-very  way  inadequate. 


The  local  graduates  were  easily  convinced  that  an  adequate  Women’s 
Residence  was  an  actual  necessity,  that  if  such  a  building  were  to  be  pro¬ 
vided,  the  work  of  initiating  and  carrying  on  the  enterprise  must  fall  upon 
the  women  themselves  and  for  that  purpose  an  organization  would  be  re¬ 
quired.  Accordingly,  in  1911,  at  the  time  of  the  Spring  Convocation,  the 
reorganization  was  effected,  and  the  Constitution  adopted  has  a  clause 
which  states  that  one  of  the  objects  of  the  Association  shall  be  “To  initiate 
and  promote  any  scheme  for  the  benefit  of  the  women  students.”  In 
accordance  with  the  spirit  of  this  clause  a  standing  committee,  known  as  the 
Residence  Committee,  was  at  once  appointed  for  the  special  purpose  of 
raising  $50,000  for  a  women's  building. 


Another  object  laid  down  in  the  Constitution  is  “To  promote  the  general 
interests  of  the  University.”  “How  can  the  general  interests  of  the  Univer¬ 
sity  be  promoted  in  a  better  way  than  by  securing  a  fair  representation  of 
the  women  graduates  on  the  various  governing  bodies?”  asked  one  of  the 
officers.  There  was  no  dissenting  voice.  The  result  was  a  standing  com¬ 
mittee  on  Representation  of  Women.  In  course  of  time  the  interests  of  the 
Association  have  widened  so  that  at  the  present  time  the  number  of  stand- 
in<r  committees  has  been  increased  to  five. 


The  success  which  has  come  to  the  work  of  the  Association  has  been 
most  gratifying.  'I’lie  Women's  Residence  Fund  now  stands  at  $35,000 
raised  chiefly  bv  small  contributions  from  graduates  scattered  over  every 
part  of  the  globe.  Each  year  since  the  organization  of  the  Association,  the 
Committee  on  the  Representation  of  Women  has  secured  the  election  of  one 
woman  to  the  Universiey  Council,  making  the  representation  1  to  8 — a  fair 
one  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  women  graduates.  The  work  for  the 
Council  is  now  completed.  The  slogan  of  this  Committee  in  future  promises 
to  be  “Women  on  the  Board  of  Trustees”  and  “Women  on  the  Faculty.” 


The  other  three  standing  committees  have  already  made  a  good  begin¬ 
ning.  'I'lie  Committee  on  Household  Science  will  in  all  probability  not  get 
beyond  the  investigation  stage  until  the  Women’s  Residence  is  a  reality. 
Then  the  question  of  establishing  a  school  of  Household  Science  at  Queen’s 
on  the  same  basis  as  the  School  of  Mines  and  the  School  of  Forestry  must  be 
settled.  The  Committee  on  Employment  for  Women  Students  during  vaca¬ 
tion  is  reaching  out  to  be  of  assistance  to  the  women  undergraduates  and  is 
at  present  trying  to  co-operate  with  the  employment  bureau  of  the  Ontario 
Government.  The  Editorial  Committee  of  the  Alumnae  News  has  worked 
enthusiastically  to  make  each  issue  better  than  the  last  and  is  doing  much 
to  unify  the  Association. 

The  Queen’s  Aluihnae  Association  is  a  national  organization  and  is 
recognized  as  such  by  the  National  Council  of  Women  with  which  it  is 
affiliated.  The  sponsors  of  the  infant  organization  in  1911  were  determined 
to  safeguard  it  from  its  old  enemy — “centralization” — and  accordingly  the 
officers  elected  and  the  members  of  committees  appointed  have  been  repre¬ 
sentative  of  different  centres  from  one  end  of  Canada  to  the  other.  There 
are  only  two  limits  set.  The  President  or  First  Vice-President  must  be 
resident  in  Kingston  and  the  Annual  Meeting  must  be  held  in  Kingston.  In 
seven  years  there  have  been  four  Presidents  elected,  and  of  these  only  the 
second  and  fourth  are  residents  of  Kingston. 

'Hi  problem  is  how  to  keep  this  wide-spread  organization  together. 
Present  prospects  are  reassuring.  Branch  associations  are  springing  up  in 
different  centres  which  form  a  link  with  the  parent  association.  The 
Alumnae  News,  published  once  a  year,  with  its  up-to-date  Directory  of 
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Women  Graduates,  Alumnae  Notes  and  other  interesting  matter  quickens 
the  interest  and  thus  does  its  share  in  overcoming  the  limitations  created 
by  time  and  space.  .  . 

Reunions  are  being  held  wherever  conditions  make  them  possible.  Last 
July,  in  Toronto,  about  seventy-five  Queen’s  women  in  attendance  at  the 
summer  schools  or  engaged  in  marking  papers  for  the  Department  of  Edu¬ 
cation  found  time  to  meet  in  order  to  hear  the  latest  news  about  Queen’s, 
renew  old  associations  and  sing  College. songs.  “How  do  you  manage  it?” 
said  one  of  the  officers  of  the  Toronto  Alumnae  Association,  as  she  glanced 
at  the  long  list  of  names  of  those  who  had  guaranteed  to  attend  the  gather¬ 
ing.  “It  requires  very  little  managing,”  was  the  reply.  “It  just  exists. 
Queen’s  graduates  have  a  sense  of  responsibility  to  their  Alma  Mater.  They 
realize  that  the  University  needs  them  and  depends  upon  them  for  support. 
They  are  trained  to  think  that  their  obligations  have  not  been  fulfilled  with 
the  payment  of  their  fees.  After  all,  there  are  some  things  that  cannot  be 
paid  for  in  fees.  That  is.  why  they  respond  so  readily  to  any  call  sent  out 
and  why  there  exists  a  sort  of  freemasonry  among  Queen’s  graduates.” 
“An  illustration  of  the  blessings  of  poverty,”  said  the  Toronto  graduate. 
“Yes,”  said  the  other,  “‘Sweet  are  the  uses  of  adversity,’  and  1  am  sure  that 
what  I  have  said  is  quite  true — of  the  older  graduates  at  least,”  she  added 
wishing  to  be  accurate.  “Of  the  younger  generation  too,  I  should  say,” 
said  her  companion,  glancing  again  at  the  list  of  names.

Women’s  War  Work  in  British  Colleges  and  Schools. 

Even  the  most  casual  observer  in  Britain  to-day  must  notice  the  wide¬ 
spread  effect  of  National  Service  for  women.  Women  and  girls  as  Con¬ 
ductors  on  trams  and  ’buses,  as  ticket-collectors,  street-cleaners,  bank-clerks, 
telegraph-messengers,  are  everyday  sights.  Not  only  are  there  over  42,000 
women  attending  wounded  and  sick  sailors  and  soldiers,  and  over  500,000 
women  engaged  in  special  war  industries,  such  as  making  munitions  and  air¬ 
planes,  but  there  are  women  taking  men’s  places  on  the  land,  in  offices,  in 
every  grade  of  school,  in  textile  industries,  in  municipal  gas  works  and 
power  stations.  The  Board  of  Trade  has  issued  pamphlets  showing  the 
processes  and  methods  by  which  women  have  been  and  may  be  substituted 
for  men  in  27  different  industries,  and  the  Women’s  Agricultural  Committees 
have  done  much  to  develop  National  Service  on  the  land.  It  has  taken  years 
of  danger  and  distress  and  the  energetic  and  devoted  efforts  of  organized 
women  to  overcome  prejudices,  to  adjust  conditions,  and  to  train  workers, 
so  that  the  national  woman-power,  as  well  as  man-power,  may  be  used  to  the 
fullest  advantage.  These  conditions  in  Britain  are  of  vital  interest  to  us  in 
Canada,  now  that  conscription  is  in  force  and  women  are  to  be  registered 
for  service. 

In  this  war  work,  not  spasmodic  nor  incidental  in  Britain,  but  part  of 
the  national  life,  colleges  and  schools  have  their  share.  Women  lecturers 
from  the  Universities  are  working  in  Government  Departments  or  in  Labour 
Organization  Bureaux.  University  graduates  are  doing  all  kinds  of  respon¬ 
sible  work,  secretarial  and  other,  on  Agricultural  and  War  Pensions  Com¬ 
mittees,  in  the  offices  of  the  Ministry  of  Munitions,  in  the  War  Office,  in  the 
Board  of  Trade,  in  the  Army  Pay  Office.  They  are  investigators  of  Separa¬ 
tion  Allowances,  inspectors  of  munitions,  police-women.  They  are  post¬ 
women,  postal  clerks  and  sorters,  workers  in  airplane  factories,  V.A.D.’s, 
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clerks  in  Hospitals,  in  law  offices,  in  Supply  Depots.  They  are  driving 
motor  ambulances,  acting  as  Government  interpreters,  working  in  canteens, 
in  laboratories,  in  the  Child  Welfare  Society,  and  they  are  taking  the  places 
of  masters  in  boys'  schools,  even  such  schools  as  Rugby. 

In  the  summer  a  large  number  of  college  and  school  girls,  as  well,  do 
National  Service,  shell  as  work  on  the  land  or  in  hospitals.  During  tern  the 
obvious  difficulty  is  that  the  girls  have  little  spare  time,  for,  to  quote  the 
words  of  an  Oxford  woman,  “the  work  of  education  must  go  on.  ...  If  we 
sacrifice  the  standards  for  which  we  have  striven  in  the  past  we  are  more 
truly  defeated  by  the  German  forces  than  if  they  had  marched  in  triumph 
front  end  to  end  of  our  land."  But  by  giving  up  leisure  time  and  by 
arranging  their  work  more  carefully,  girls  at  college  and  school  have  accom¬ 
plished  a  great  deal.  I  was  impressed  with  this  fact  last  summer,  when  I 
had  the  opportunity  of  consulting  a  number  of  British  University  women 
and  Heads  of  Schools. 

In  general,  their  activities  might  be  classed  in  this  way: 

(1)  Making  hospital  supplies  and  field  comforts.  This  is  a  line  of 
work  too  well  known  to  need  much  comment.  In  addition,  however,  to  the 
familiar  bags,  bandages  and  socks,  one  school  made  cloth  hospital  shoes, 
with  soles  of  cork  carpet  or  leather.  This  same  school  gathered  and 
“picked”  enough  spaglmum  moss  for  thousands  of  surgical  dressings.  In 
Canada  these  dressings  are  being  made  on  a  large  and  successful  scale  by 
the  McGill  Women’s  Union. 

(2)  Working  on  the  land.  Girls  at  some  colleges  and  schools  work  on 
the  college  or  school  grounds,  in  private  gardens,  and  on  allotments.  They 
keep  the  grounds  in  order  and  grow  vegetables,  while  the  gardeners  are  on 
active  service,- — using  their  spare  time  and  working  in  squads.  For  this 
work  they  are  paid,  earning  money  for  War  charities  and  for  War  Savings 
Certificates.  Other  girls  help  to  grow  vegetables  on  allotments  for  soldiers’ 
wives,  doing  the  heavy  work  of  digging,  planting,  and  weeding.  Many 
schools  have  cultivated  pieces  of  waste  ground,  planted  and  weeded  in  the 
school  grounds,  sawed  wood,  worked  in  private  gardens,  cut  and  marked 
playing  fields  and  tennis  courts,  picked  berries  for  jam  for  hospitals. 
Sometimes  the  girls  form  a  uniformed  and  graded  Volunteer  Corps,  some¬ 
times  they  wear  badges.  Systematic  and  regular  work  is  necessary,  and  this 
is  easier  to  secure  in  schools  than  in  colleges;  there,  however,  the  feeling  of 
individual  responsibility  has  been  strong  enough  to  take  the  place  of  school 
system  and  discipline. 

(3)  Helping  the  wounded  in  hospitals.  Where  there  are  no  conval¬ 
escents  able  to  walk,  patients  have  been  taken  out  in  bath  chairs  by  girls 
from  near-ln  colleges  and  schools.  Other  girls  supply  additions  to  the  hos¬ 
pital  breakfasts  and  teas,  or  distribute  cigarettes,  fruit  and  chocolate.  The 
Oxford  women’s  colleges  have  given  the  patients  concerts  and  parties,  both 
in  the  wards  and  at  the  colleges.  Various  schools  have  done  washing  and 
mending  for  hospitals,  as  well  as  collecting  books  and  magazines  for  the 
patients. 

(4)  Supporting  prisoners  of  war.  A  number  of  colleges  and  schools 
have  undertaken  to  send  parcels  regularly  to  one  or  more  prisoners  of  war 
in  Germany.  Under  the  new  regulations  they  contribute  money  instead  of 
sending  parcels,  but  they  keep  up  the  personal  connection  and  interest  by 
writing  letters  to  the  prisoners  and  by  visiting  their  families. 
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(5)  “The  Star  and  Garter”  Fund.  Certain  schools  belonging  to  the 
Girls’  Patriotic  Union  have  contributed  over  £5,000  to  build  and  equip  a  set 
ot‘  rooms  at  the  Star  and  Garter  Home  at  Richmond  for  soldiers  and  sailors 
totally  disabled  in  the  war.  Contributing  to  this  large  central  fund  pre¬ 
vents  overlapping. 

((i)  Raising  money  for  war  funds.  This  has  been  done  by  direct  sub¬ 
scription,  involving  saving  and  self-denial  and  voluntary  rationing,  and  also 
In  a  number  of  ingenious  schemes,  such  as  weeding,  collecting  tin-foil,  mend¬ 
ing  for  other  girls,  and  by  various  entertainments.  By  ingenuity,  hard 
work,  and  the  systematic  sacrifice  of  leisure  time  and  luxuries,  remarkable 
results  have  been  achieved.  Many  schools  speak  of  the  striking  effect  that 
this  effort  and  voluntary  discipline  have  had  upon  the  girls;  they  are  more 
eager  to  grasp  opportunities  for  work,  more  systematic,  more  self-controlled, 
while  their  interests  are  widened  and  deepened,  and  their  ingenuity  finds 
useful  outlets. 

(7)  The  War  Savings  Association.  This  has  branches  all  over 
Britain,  including  colleges  and  schools,  in  order  to  encourage  everyone  to 
save  regularly  and  to  lend  money,  however  little,  to  the  Government  for 
war  purposes:  By  forming  groups  people  can  obtain  interest  more  rapidly. 
Each  member  contributes  a  few  pennies  a  week,  in  varying  sums.  Within 
a  short  time  the  Treasurer  has  enough  money  to  buy  a  Certificate.  This 
she  keeps  until  one  of  the  group  has  contributed  enough  money  to  buy  the 
Certificate;  then  this  one  gets  this  Certificate,  which  in  the  meantime  has 
been  acquiring  interest;  the  second  one  to  complete  her  subscription  gets 
Certificate  No.  2,  and  so  on.  Each  one  is  thus  helped  to  save  more  regu¬ 
larly  than  she  would  he  apt  to  do  alone.  The  Treasurer  has  the  hard  work, 
but  many  college  women  in  Britain  are  giving  time  to  it.  Many  schools 
adopt  this  plan,  and  expect  to  use  the  money  after  the  War  for  some  special 
object. 

(8)  On  the  educational  side  not  only  have  addresses  been  given  to 
girls  in  schools  and  colleges  on  the  origin  and  progress  of  the  War,  but 
teachers  from  various  schools  and  students  from  colleges  have  spoken  to 
Settlement  Clubs  of  women  and  girls  on  the  history  and  problems  of  the 
War,  helping  to  give  them  an  intelligent  grasp  of  the  questions  concerned, 
and  a  broader  point  of  view.  This  side  of  the  work  is  very  important,  and 
might  well  be  taken  up  by  Canadian  women  teachers  and  students  of 
history. 

Adaptations  of  a  number  of  these  lines  of  work  have  been  successfully 
undertaken  by  the  girls  at  Queen’s  this  year.  They  have  .also  .accomplished 
the  making  of  vermin-proof  undervests,  a  form  of  work  which  has  not,  so 
far  as  I  know,  been  taken  up  by  college  or  school  girls,  but  by  other  women. 
It  is  well  known  that  one  of  the  greatest  hardships  in  the  trenches  is  the 
difficulty  of  keeping  free  from  vermin.  The  best  remedy  seems  to  be  to 
make  undervests  of  cheese-cloth  and  dip  them  in  a  solution  of  \]/2  ounces  of 
napthalene  and  1  ]/2  ounces  of  sulphur  in  1  gallon  of  benzoline  or  gasoline. 
When  they  are  wrung  out  and  hung  up  to  dry,  the  gasoline  evaporates, 
leaving  them  impregnated  with  sulphur  and  napthalene  in  minute  particles. 
The  vests  should  then  be  wrapped  in  heavy  paper,  and  sent  at  once  to 
France.  They  are  worn  under  ordinary  underwear  without  irritating  the 
skin,  and  have  been  found  to  give  almost  complete  protection  against  ver¬ 
min,  which  die  on  them.  Mrs.  Gerrans,  of  Oxford,  has  made,  dipped  and 
sent  to  the  front  some  thousands  of  these  undervests,  and  has  received  many 
letters  testifying*to  their  remarkable  and  unusual  efficacy.  No  field  com¬ 
forts  could  be  more  welcome.  The  dipping  should  be  done  out  of  doors;

this  mav  be  easily  managed  in  the  summer.  In  winter,  chemical  labora¬ 
tories,  when  available,  are  most  suitable,  and  the  Queen’s  girls  have  dipped 
and  forwarded  to  various  individuals  and  companies  not  only  the  vests 
made  by  themselves  but  also  those  made  and  sent  in  by  Alumnae. 

At  this  critical  time,  when  the  inert  and  luxurious  are  not  only  useless 
but  harmful,  when  Canadian  women  are  straining  their  energies  to  help  to 
win  the  war,  when  prejudices  go  by  the  board  and  mere  appearances  matter 
very  little,  it  may  be  that  some  of  these  suggestions  may  help  some  Queen’s 
women  to  further  or  mo-re  varied  effort.

Settlement  Work  at  Chalmers  House,  Montreal. 

Life  in  a  Settlement  could  never  be  monotonous  for  the  work  has  so 
many  aspects. 

At  Chalmers  House  the  doors  open  at  8.30  a.m.  to  admit  the  children  io 
Play  School,  little  tots  from  3  to  (>  who  spend  a  happy  morning  playing 
with  toys,  and  learning  kindergarten  games  and  Songs,  and  unconsciously 
forming  habits  of  self-control,  co-operation  and  unselfishness,  while  their 
busy  mothers  are  left  freer  to  look  after  their  homes. 

The  children  graduate  from  the  Play  School,  but  that  does  not  mean 
the  Settlement  loses  them.  There  are  clubs  for  boys  and  girls  of  every  age, 
as  well  as  for  mothers  and  fathers.  These  meet  regularly  once  a  week  and 
even  the  clubs  of  smallest  boys  and  girls  elect  their  own  officers,  and  conduct 
their  own  business  meetings  with  the  help  of  a  club  referee.  Each  club 
member  pays  weekly  or  monthly  dues  which  are  not  compulsory  but  the 
strongest  clubs  take  considerable  pride  in  being  paid  up  to  date.  Gymna¬ 
sium,  sewing  and  cooking  classes  with  trained  teachers  in  charge  are 
popular  during  the  winter  months  but  the  clubs  keep  up  their  attendance 
the  year  round. 

Thanks  to  her  many  friends  Chalmers  House  has  a  very  good  circulating 
library  and  reading  room,  a  most  important  asset  in  Montreal  where  up  to 
six  months  ago  a  public  library  was  a  minus  quantity.  It  is  well  patronized 
and  brings  good  books  within  the  reach  of  many  who  could  not  otherwise 
en  joy  them. 

The  big  yard  behind  the  Settlement  is  a  supervised  playground  in 
summer,  a  rink  in  winter,  and,  in  turn,  a  baseball  diamond,  and  football 
or  basketball  field  in  spring  and  fall.  A  vacant  lot  nearby  is  being  used 
this  spring  for  a  “Farm”  and  there  is  much  competition  between  the  clubs 
who  are  managing  it. 

The  resident  Nurse  has  charge  of  the  Milk-Station  which  supplies  to  the 
neighbourhood  babies  who  need  it  pure  or  modified  milk,  prepared  according 
to  the  formula  prescribed  by  the  clinic  doctor  at  a  nominal  price.  The  Baby 
Clinic  is  held  once  a  week  with  a  visiting  doctor  in  charge,  and  any  mother 
is  free  to  bring  her  child  and  have  it  examined  and  prescribed  for.  From 
the  point  of  view  of  the  general  work  of  the  Settlement  probably  the  most 
important  duty  of  the  nurse  is  visiting.  She  has  a  wonderful  opportunity 
for  educating  the  neighbourhood  along  sanitary  and  medical  lines,  and  her 
visit  is  frequently  the  first  link  between  the  Settlement  and  a  new  family. 


But  all  the  workers  do  as  much  visiting  as  they  ean  find  time  for  as  it 
puts  them  on  a  more  intimate  and  friendly  footing  with  the  people  of  the 
district.  The  Settlement  is  often  nothing  more  than  a  link  between  the 
people  and  some  institution  or  society  or  person  who  can  give  them  the  help 
they  need  and  they  must  feel  sure  the  sympathy  and  interest  of  the  staff 
is  always  at  their  disposal. 

There  are  splendid  openings  for  University  women  in  this  work,  and 
great  opportunities  as  the  work  develops. 

Queen’s  Alumnae  will  he  specially  interested  in  this  particular  settle¬ 
ment  for  Miss  May  Macdonnell  has  been  in  charge  there  as  Head  Resident 
since  the  first  of  February.

College  Girls  on  Farms. 


In  March,  1917,  a  small  item  in  a  daily  paper,  to  the  effect  that  several 
hundred  undergraduate  girls  from  the  University  of  Toronto  had  volun¬ 
teered  to  work  on  fruit  farms  during  the  summer  months,  attracted  our 
attention.  I. oath  to  let  ’Varsity  claim  all  the  honours  of  a  pioneer  move¬ 
ment,  we  got  into  touch  with  the  National  Service  Commission  with  the 
result  that  twenty  members  of  Levana  expressed  themselves  as  being-  ready 
to  serve.  Only  ten  of  these  were  able  to  go,  and  but  four  stayed  the  whole 
summer,  hut  the  Queen’s  yell  sounded  on  the  first  day,  and  our  “Chagheill” 
still  startled  the  natives  when  camp  broke  up  in  October! 


We  were  told  to  report  on  the  twenty-sixth  of  May.  The  five  of  us 
from  Queen’s  who  left  with  the  “first  contingent”  were  sent  to  Winona, 
where  sixty  girls  from  Victoria  College  were  already  settled  in  the  Club 
House.  The  Camp,  a  rambling  old  summer  hotel,  a  stone’s  throw  from  Lake 
Ontario,  held  us  all,  workers,  house-mother  and  cooks  (two  graduates  in 
domestic  science).  We  looked  after  our  own  rooms,  and  twice  a  week  it 
fell  to  the  unhappy  lot  of  each  to  wash  dishes,  or  prepare  lunches  for  the 
following  day.

The  first  three  weeks 
jam  factory.  Never  will 
possibly  grey  hour  of  5  a.m.  we  were  startled  awake  by  a  hideous  reveille 
sounded  on  a  dishpan !  At  (>.15,  uniformed,  lunch  box  in  hand,  we  had 
breakfasted  and  were  waiting  on  the  verandah  for  the  drays.  Each  morning 
after  that,  at  the  first  shriek  of  the  seven  o’clock  whistle  we  were  seated  on 
stools  at  long  tables  preparing  to  hull  for  ten  tedious  hours,  until  in  the 
words  of  a  song  we  composed. 


“Our  thumbs  they  were  wobbly  and  weary, 
Our  eyes  they  were  bloodshot  and  bleary.” 


On  the  twentieth  of  June  we  left  the  factory  for  the  fields.  The  farmers 
were  very  dubious  about  the  result  of  our  first  encounter  with  a  hoe.  We 
were  rewarded  for  our  initial  long,  hard  tuSsle  with  a  two  years’  growth  of 
weeds  in  a  vineyard  by  our  employer’s  look  of  utter  astonishment  at  our 
desire  to  come  back.  We  were  promptly  christened  “The  Dauntless  Fif¬ 
teen”  and  put  at  easier  tasks  for  the  rest  of  the  summer;  we  planted  and 
hoed  potatoes,  corn,  tomatoes  and  young  trees;  pruned  and  tied  grape-vines 
and  thinned  fruit. 
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By  the  first  of  July  strawberries  were  ready,  and  we  picked  and  packed 
them.  After  that  we  harvested  each  fruit  in  season — cherries,  raspberries, 
currants,  plums,  peaches,  pears,  and  grapes  as  they  ripened.  We  became 
expert  “packers.”  If  our  employe ri  had  expected  us  to  wear  horn-rimmed 
spectacles  and  speak  in  strange  tongues  from  the  tops  of  his  cherry  trees  he 
must  have  been  surprised — we  know  that  he  was  pleased  enough  to  beg  us 
to  come  back  and  to  send  a  written  appreciation  of  our  work. 

There  were  many  inconveniences  to  put  up  with;  the  rows  were  long 
and  the  sun  was  hot;  we  were  tired  and  our  pay  was  anything  but  munifi¬ 
cent;  but  we  had  many  pleasures,  we  learned  a  good  deal,  and  more  than 
all  we  showed  that  we  could,  that  college  life  does  not  make  for  inefficiency 
along  practical  lines,  and  that  the  women  of  Canada  are  as  capable  of  rising 
to  meet  present  needs  as  our  sisters  across  the  sea.

Military  Massage  Work  in  Canada. 

In  pre-war  days  while  massage  had  gained  a  foothold  on  the  continent, 
in  England,  and  in  the  United  States,  it  was  still  looked  upon  with  some 
scepticism  in  Canada,  and  the  masseuse  of  the  present  day  was  practically 
unheard  of.  As  this  form  of  treatment  had  proved  of  such  benefit  to  the 
soldiers  in  England,  courses  have  been  held  at  Hart  House,  Toronto,  to  train 
\oung  men  and  women  in  the  work,  so  that  now  there  are,  besides  pro¬ 
fessionals  from  other  countries,  some  sixteen  men  and  one  hundred  women 
graduates  in  diflerent  parts  of  the  Dominion. 

In  August,  1917,  a  class  gathered  from  all  over  Canada  assembled  at 
Hart  House  for  what  was  then  intended  to  be  a  three  or  four  months’ 
course,  but  to  make  the  training  more  thorough  the  time  was  extended  to  six 
months,  and  this  period  seemed  only  too  short  to  master  all  the  knowledge 
which  is  required  of  a  successful  masseuse.  At  times  we  wondered  whether 
we  would  ever  he  able  to  name  all  those  bones  and  nerves,  and  there  were 
moments  when  our  backs  were  almost  broken,  but  after  the  first  strenuous 
few  weeks  the  practical  work  ceased  to  he  so  tiring  and  the  theoretical  was 
the  more  bothersome.  By  the  time  the  class  broke  up  in  February,  we  had 
become  attached  to  Hart  House  and  its  instructors  and  our  class-mates, 
and  we  carried  away  memories  of  many  good  times  spent  together. 

Our  class  of  seventy-five  girls  has  been  distributed  through  the  various 
military  hospitals  and  convalescent  homes  throughout  the  Dominion.  Every 
hospital  has  a  room  especially  equipped  for  massage  purposes,  and  the 
majority  of  the  returned  men  benefit  by  this  treatment  which  restores  the 
use  of  some  injured  part  of  the  body,  or  has  a  revivifying  effect  on  worn 
nerves. 

There  is  a  general  opinion  that  the  chief  quality  necessary  to  the  mas¬ 
seuse  is  that  of  a  magnetic  touch,  but  this  is  an  entirely  eroneous  idea,  for 
few  possess  such  a  touch.  The  prime  essential  of  all  successful  work  is  a 
comprehensive  understanding  of  the  anatomical  conditions,  the  require¬ 
ments  of  the  case,  the  changes  taking  place,  and  the  final  result  which  will  be 
achieved  by  the  various  movements  But  the  most  perplexing  study  is  that 
of  the  psychology  of  the  case.  The  masseuse  must  understand  the  mental 
attitude  of  the  men,  who  are  just  beginning  to  realise  that  they  must  soon 
take  up  the  struggle  for  existence  again,  but  this  time  perhaps  minus  an 


arm,  a  leg,  or  both.  One  of  the  most  depressing  things  to  be  confronted  is 
the  lack  of  faith  and  the  condemnation  some  men  have  for  their  treatment, 
and  this  is  the  point  of  view  which  the  masseuse  must  try  to  understand,  and 
if  possible,  to  alter.  1  do  not  mean  to  give  the  impression  that  the  men  are 
down-hearted;  considering  what  they  have  suffered  and  are  suffering  their 
cheerfulness  is  little  short  of  miraculous.  To  see  men  almost  totally  para¬ 
lyzed  carried  in  on  stretchers,  to  watch  their  bright  smile  and  hear  their 
cheery  words,  makes  one  realize  more  and  more  that  heroism  may  be  dis¬ 
played  in  the  ordinary  routine  of  hospital  life,  as  well  as  on  the  battlefield. 


This  has  been  but  a  poor  attempt  to  tell  something  of  this  great  work, 
whose  importance  cannot  be  overestimated  when  we  consider  the  large 
number  of  cases  who  through  massage  have  recovered  the  use  of  their  limbs, 
if  not  wholly,  at  least  sufficiently  to  aid  them  materially  when  they  resume 
civilian  life.  The  masseuse  undertakes  her  work  with  a  full  realization  of 
the  responsibility  which  rests  upon  her,  and  a  feeling  of  thankfulness  that 
she  is  permitted  such  an  opportunity  to  help  in  this  great  work.

Notes  of  Queen’s,  1917-18. 


Levana  retained  the  privilege  won  last  year  of  membership  on  the 
A.M.S.  Executive.  Miss  Mae  Gemmill,  B.A.  (1917),  and  Miss  Elizabeth 
M  aeCallum  (1917),  were  elected  to  fill  the  respective  offices  of  Assistant 
Secretary  and  Committeewoman. 


War  work  was  pursued  as  usual  by  the  members  of  Levana, — knitting, 
pads,  etc.,  came  under  the  Red  Cross  Committee,  while  Miss  Berenice  Clap]), 
B.A.  (1917),  was  Convener  of  a  Special  Service  Committee.  The  work  here 
was  of  a  varied  nature.  Some  of  the  girls  worked  on  the  grounds,  trans¬ 
ferring  their  “wages”  to  the  Red  Cross  Fund;  others  took  night  classes 
with  the  returned  men  of  the  Queen’s  M.H.C. ;  still  another  “shift”  packed 
for  the  City  Red  Cross,  which  is  a  forwarding  base  for  Red  Cross  supplies. 
A  very  important  branch  of  the  work  was  the  making  and  dipping  of  so- 
called  vermin  vests,  an  acidized  undergarment,  which,  by  virtue  of  this  acid 
immersion,  is  absolutely  “creature  proof.”  The  Red  Cross  Committee  made 
these  garments  while  squads  of  girls  “dipped”  them  in  the  Gordon  Hall 
laboratories. 


The  Levana  Society  early  “voted  down”  ice  cream  at  the  Levana  meet¬ 
ings  and  put  the  estimated  savings  in  a  Victory  Loan.  The  senior  year 
abandoned  the  luxury  of  the  same  refreshment  and  voted  their  money  to  the 
Halifax  relief  Fund.  The  Levana  Society  made  a  fifty  dollar  grant  to  the 
same  work. 


During  the  year,  the  Levana  Society  paid  its  last  year’s  grant  of  fifty 
dollars  to  the  Residence  Building  Fund,  and  made  a  further  grant  of 
twenty-five  dollars,  while  each  of  the  Residences  purchased  a  fifty  dollar 
Victory  Bond  to  mature  to  the  same  fund. 

The  Levana  Society  appointed  a  Victory  Loan  Committee,  which  ob¬ 
tained  subscriptions  to  the  amount  of  $4,000.00;  one  $500.00  bond  coming 
from  the  A.M.S.

a  slogan  forwarded  by  certain  members 
However,  the  Society  decided  to  modify 
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the  existing  rules,  only  to  the  extent  of  some  curtailment  in  time,  and  the 
supervision  of  the  Council  and  Hon.  Presidents;  also  that  the  ceremonies 
he  confined  to  the  campus. 

The  A.M.S  abolished  all  forms  of  the  rush  within  the  University  but 
left  Levan  a  to  her  own  discretion.  No  ban  has  as  yet  been  placed  on  any 
proceedings,  falling  outside  college  precincts. 

The  students  held  one  of  the  largest  functions  since  wartime  regula¬ 
tions  in  the  reception  tendered  Principal  and  Mrs.  Taylor  in  February.

The  students’  committee  handled  the  whole  affair,  the  Levana  com¬ 
mittee  providing  the  refreshments.  The  guests  numbered  some  five  hundred. 

The  greatest  excitement  of  the  session  was  the  renewal  of  the  Chancel¬ 
lor's  offer  of  a  $500,000  grant,  providing  the  University  raises  an  equivalent 
$500,000.  No  report  has  been  offered  of  the  success  of  the  undertaking. 

The  students  have  recently  given  the  gymnasium  to  the  Military  Hos¬ 
pitals  Commission,  to  he  used  as  an  auxiliary  to  the  Grant  Hall  and  New 
Arts  Building.

3n  JWemoriam 


Miss  Emily  MacManus. 

On  September  21st,  1917,  there  passed  quietly  away  from  this  earthly 
life.  Miss  Emily  MacManus,  one  of  the  brightest  and  loveliest  spirits  that 
have  ever  graced  the  classes  of  Queen's  Alumnae.  From  her  childhood 
she  was  an  eager  learner,  and  her  bright  and  active  intellect  rapidly  devel¬ 
oped  during  her  early  school  days  in  the  little  town  of  Bath,  near  Kingston, 
where  she  took  a  third-class  teaching  certificate  at  fourteen.  At  the  Colle¬ 
giate  of  Kingston,  she  took  a  second-class  certificate  in  1883,  and  followed 
her  course  there  by  a  year  of  professional  training  at  the  Ottawa  Normal 
School  in  1884.  Entering  Queen's  University  in  1889,  and  losing  one  year 
through  illness,  she  received  her  degree  of  M.A.  in  1894,  taking  first-class 
honours  in  English  and  Political  Economy,  always  favourite  studies  with  her. 

Her  first  high-school  teaching  was  given  at  the  little  town  of  Stamford, 
within  reach  of  the  sound  of  Niagara  Falls,  where  for  six  years,  1895-1901, 
she  taught  English  and  Modern  Languages,  enjoying  at  the  same  time 
with  her  life-long  responsiveness  to  the  influence  of  Nature,  the  grandeur  of 
her  immediate  surrounds.  Leaving  the  vicinity  of  “the  Falls”  with  regret, 
she  removed  to  Chesley  High  School,  in  1903,  where  she  taught  for  five  years, 
leaving  in  the  hearts  of  her  young  pupils  most  happy  memories  of  her 
tuition  and  its  benefits.  In  1906  she  made  her  last  remove,  becoming  teacher 
of  English  and  Physical  Culture  at  the  Ottawa  Collegiate  Institute,  where 
she  passed  very  happily  the  last  strenuous  ten  years  of  her  life. 

Always  an  enthusiastic  and  devoted  teacher,  her  sunny  and  sympathetic 
nature  attracted  the  hearts  and  sympathies  of  her  pupils,  stimulating  them 
by  her  own  example,  with  a  love  of  study  for  its  own  sake,  and  leading  them 
to  appreciate  and  enjoy  with  her  the  treasures  of  our  great  Literature,  and 
to  share  to  some  extent  her  own  response  to  all  that  is  best  in  it.  She  had, 
herself,  made  some  essays  in  poetry  and  short  stories,  in  which  she  might 
have  done  much  more  but  for  the  engrossing  nature  of  a  teacher’s  calling. 
During  some  years  of  her  residence  at  Chesley  and  Ottawa,  she  turned  her 
literary  talent  to  good  account  by  writing  a  number  of  able  reviews  for 
The  Ottawa  Free  Frees  and  Journal ,  which,  however,  increasing  labours  and 
decreasing  strength  led  her  to  discontinue.  Her  activity  of  mind  and  public 
spirit  led  her  to  interest  herself  in  various  branches  of  “Social  Service,”  and 
her  enthusiastic  patriotism  led  her  to  sympathise  strongly  with  the  varying 
phases  of  the  “Irish  question,”  and  latterly  to  feel  to  the  full  the  great  strain 
and  stress  of  the  World-war.  W riting  about  Christmas,  1916,  after  ex¬ 
pressing  the  hope  “that  the  fall  of  the  brutal  power  of  Prussianism  would 
teach  the  world  to  value  Peace  at  its  true  worth,”  she  said  that  “every  day 
her  heart  was  saddened  with  news  of  another  and  yet  another  of  the  fine 
bright  boys  from  the  Collegiate  Institute  being  done  to  death  in  the  fright¬ 
ful  struggle."  Her  own  nature  was,  however,  one  of  the  sunniest,  ever 
ready  to  look  for  the  best  side  of  humanity,  to  “bear  all  things,  believe  all 
things,  hope  all  things":  and  though  her  sense  of  the  humorous  was  always 
keen,  and  added  to  her  charm  as  a  companion,  it  never  led  her  into  the 
sharpness  of  sarcasm,  and  no  ill-natured  or  ungenerous  remark  was  ever 


heard  from  her  lips.  In  her  Aiwa  Mater,  Queen’s  University,  she  was 
always  profoundly  interested,  was  proud  of  its  growing  prosperity  and 
prestige,  and  of  being  elected  to  a  seat  in  its  University  Council,  an  honour 
not  very  long  enjoyed.  For  during  191(>  it  became  too  evident  that  her 
physical  health,  never  robust,  was  gradually  waning  and  that  rest  was  most 
important  for  her  restoration.  But  she  was  most  reluctant  to  give  up  her 
work  and  her  beloved  pupils,  and,  with  some  apparent  improvement,  she 
was  able  to  go  on  until  the  summer  vacation  of  1917.  On  her  return  to 
Ottawa,  she  still  hoped  to  continue  teaching,  as  all  hoped  she  might.  But 
one  week  after  recommencing  work  she  was  compelled  to  send  in  her  resig¬ 
nation,  and  only  a  few  days  later,  on  September  21st,  she  passed  suddenlv 
and  peacefully  into  the  “rest  that  remairieth  for  all  such  true  and  faithful 
workers,  ‘whose  works  do  follow  them.’  ”

Dr.  Elizabeth  Mitchell,  1888. 

The  late  Elizabeth  Simpson  Mitchell,  class  of  1888,  was  born  in  Mont¬ 
real,  May  28th,  18(>4. 

She  was  a  woman  of.  rare  culture  and  ability.  I  well  remember  on 
entering  mv  Sophomore  year,  how  I  was  attracted  to  tin*  little  “Freshie," 
then  in  her  teens,  whose  wonderful  blue  eyes  seemed  to  be  perpetual  ques- 
ion  marks.  This  attraction  lasted  through  a  lifetime  of  unbroken  friendship. 

The  late  Principal  Grant,  an  old  friend  of  the  family,  was  dining  with 
her  parents  a  few  weeks  after  Bessie's  return  from  a  boarding  school  in 
Dresden.  As  she  had  expressed  a  wish  to  do  something.  Principal  Grant 
said  to  her,  “Why  don’t  you  come  to  Queen’s  and  study  medicine?”  Thus 
began  a  career  of  success  which  was  a  credit  to  herself  and  an  honour  to 
her  Alma  Mater.  Endowed  with  more  than  ordinary  charm,  she  could 
grace  a  drawing  room  or  carry  comfort  to  the  bedside  of  a  lonely  sufferer. 
Although  naturally  shy  she  always  faced  a  difficulty  and  overcame  it.  As 
characteristic  of  this  trait,  I  remember  an  incident  in  connection  with  her 
matriculation.  As  part  of  the  entrance  examination  a  student  could  take 
a  modern  language  or  physics.  Though  speaking  French  and  German  like 
a  native,  but  knowing  nothing  of  physics,  and  also  having  a  natural  ^anti¬ 
pathy  to  mathematics,  Miss  Mitchell  elected  to  take  physics,  and  spent  the 
Summer  in  study,  because  she  might  find  it  of  use  in  training  her  mind  for 
the  medical  course  before  her. 

She  prepared  herself  for  a  visit  to  her  sister  in  Cuba  by  learning  Span¬ 
ish,  and  later  took  up  the  study  of  Italian,  as  an  interesting  pastime.  Music 
appealed  strongly  to  the  emotional  side  of  her  nature,  and  she  was- an  artist 
of  no  mean  talent,  painting  both  in  oils  and  water  colours.  She  was  the 
first  woman  to  practise  medicine  in  the  Province  of  Quebec.  The  Medical 
Council  would  not  give  her  a  licence  though  it  was  customary  to  grant  one 
to  a  Queen’s  graduate  without  requiring  an  examination.  With  her  usual 
undaunted  courage,  Miss  Mitchell  went  to  England  and  obtained  the  de¬ 
gree  of  M.H.C.S.,  Fond.,  which  gave  her  the  right  to  practice  in  any  of  the- 
Colonies.  Many  friends  in  Montreal  welcomed  the  opportunity  to  avail 
themselves  of  her  skill,  and  there  she  spent  her  professional  life,  retiring 
from  practice  in  1908  and  devoting  herself  to  the  care  of  her  parents,  who 
wished  to  spend  their  declining  years  in  Bournemouth,  England. 


She  varied  the  duties  of  a  large  praetiee  by  frequent  trips  abroad  and 
the  riches  with  which  she  stored  her  keen  mind,  during  these  extensive 
travels,  gave  charm  and  brilliancy  to  her  conversation. 

In  tin*  summer  of  1912  she  returned  to  America  for  a  visit,  and  it  was 
my  privilege  to  entertain  her  during  the  last  seven  weeks  of  her  life,  pre¬ 
cious  weeks,  stored  with  loving  memories.  She  faced  death  with  the  same 
high  courage  that  she  lived,  and  passed  to  her  reward,  November  30th,  after 
an  illness  of  only  five  days.  Her  death  left  a  void  in  the  hearts  of  her 
manv  friends  and  was  an  irreparable  loss  to  the  medical  profession.
